No. DE-130-2007.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 20 of the Dentists Act, 1948 (16 of 1948), the 
Dental Council of India w'th the previous approval of the Central Government, hereby makes the following regulations:— 

1. Short title and commencement:— 

^ (1) These Regulations may are called the Dental Council of India (Miscellaneous) Regulations, 2007. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Criteria for CoundPs Inspectors would be as follows: 

(a) Should possess qualification and experience for-(i) Principal, (ii) Professor, or (iii) Reader with minimum 
3 years of teaching experience as Reader; 

(b) Person who is/has been an active teacher in a recognized Dental Institution can be appointed as Council’s 
Inspector; 

(c) The Council’s Inspector shall be appointed preferably from outside the State; 
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(d) No Council’s Inspectors can be appointed without recognized post graduation qualification in 
Dentistry; 

(e) Members of the Council who is an active teacher in a recognized Dental Institution can be appointed as 
an Inspector. 

3. Provision for Permanent CounciPs Inspectors :— The Council shall appoint senior teachers, as fiill time 
Council’s Inspectors to inspect the Dental Colleges with a remuneration of Rs. 5,000 per day plus T.A. per inspection, 

4. Duties of Permaneiit Council’s Inspectors would be as follows:— 

(i) carry out comprehensive inspection as per DCI norms; 

(ii) Inspectors shall convey their observations; 

(iii) perform such other duties as may be entrusted to them by the council or by the President from time to time 
and shall be responsible to the Council in all matters pertaining to their duties; 

(iv) include in his report such other relevant observations as he may deem desirable. 

5. DCI Inspectors to be paid Rs. 2,500 as Inspection Fees. 

6. Faculty ID Card issued by the Dental Council of India is mandatory. 

7. Faculty cannot be accepted if he/she has been shown in more than one inspection in one academic year. 

8. The appointment of faculty in private dental colleges should be made through proper selection committee 
(as per University Act of the concerned State). 

9. Accreditation of Dental Institutions in the country by National Assessment and Accreditation Council (NAAC) 
is mandatory. 

10. Biological Waste Management and Infection Control Measures are mandatory for all Dental Institutions and 
in Dental Practices. 

11. All the Universities in the country has to follow the minimum guidelines as laid down by the Dental Council of 

India. 

12. Increase of permanent advance with Secretary from Rs. 200 to Rs, 5,000 to sanction expenditure of miscella¬ 
neous and contingent nature,

13. The periodic inspection of the recognized colleges has to be done within 5 years to keep a check on the faculty 
and to maintain the standards of dental education. Dental Institution applying to Council for starting PG Courses, the 
periodic inspection is mandatory.
